It is five or six years since some of 
these lakes were stocked with bass. 
The fish have thrived and In no p art 


of the country is better bass fishing af­ 
forded than in this rem ote territory, 
where not many years ago there was 
not enough w ater to p revent cattle 
from p erishing by thousands in time 


of drought. 
Mexicans who never saw a fresh­ 
w ater fish until these new bodies of 
w a t e r were created have become ex­ 
p ert anglers, and in the ranch hoanos ^ 
those p eop le sp lendid bass aro a p art 


of the daily food sup p ly. 
Fishing is 
p rohibited in the lakes stocked only 
recently, but In those where the fish 
have had a few years in which to grow 
and multip ly the sp ort m ay be Indulged 
In at one’s p leasure. 
As nmny of the lakes aro connected 
by stream s of running w ater p rovided 
from the artesian wells, the fish nre 
enabled to travel from 
one 
feeding 
ground to another. 
Some of 1he lakes 
are alive with the gamy fish. 
The largest bass ever landed In Tex­ 
as was caught In an artesian wafer 
lake on the ranch of Mrs. King a few 
days ago by Richard 
Kleberg, 
her 
grandson. 
It tip p ed the scales at a 
fraction over twelve p ounds. 
It be* 
longed to the small-mouth sp ecies and 
was thirty-one 
and 
one-half 
inches 
long. 
It is a common tiling to catch 
buss weighing as much as six or seven 
p ounds.

Canada is all the tim e discovering 
fertile districts of limited extent which 
It calls garden sp ots, says the New York

Then western Ontario got into 
the 
fruit-raising game and earned the un­ 
official title. 
It didn’t keep it very long, 
for to-day it is the O kanagan valley of 
B ritish Columbia that moves the p nkri 
otic Canadian into hyp erbole of sp eech. 
The Okanagan Is a dep ression in the 
m ountains, running north and south for 
more than 150 iniles. 
It holds a lake of 
the sam e name which Is eighty iniles 
long and of an average w idth of throe 
miles. 
The area from this lake to the 
foothills Is 
fast filling up w ith or­ 
chards. 
The clim ate there is something 
to 
wonder at. 
F ruit 
trees 
blossom 
in 
March. 
The mildness and dryness of 
the air m ake it j>osstble to raise fruit 
which could not he raised elsewhere In 
the sam e latitude. 
Of course there are ap p les, as there 
ore alm ost everywhere in Canada, hut 
p eaches, ap ricots, nectarines, grap es and 
even figs flourish in the southern p art 
of the valley. 
One enthusiastic w riter 
has sp oken of this region os the Italy 
of Canada. 
The rainfall is less than ten Inches 
a year, so irrigation has to be resorted 
to. 
The soil is amazingly fertile, an 
orchard earning its keep In a few sea­ 
sons. 
It Is a p rosj>erous community. 
The names of the towns have a p ros­ 
p erous sound. 
There is a Summ erland 
ami a Peachland. 
Presum ably it is all 
hap p y land. 
The valley Is filling up rap idly with 
high class of settlers. 
Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, p resident of the Canadian 
l>aclfic Railroad, which skirts the up p er 
end of the Okanagan, has a p lace 
at 
Summ erland. 
The Earl of 
Aberdeen 
has a rnneh at Vernon.

Some figures will show how well this 
district deserves the title of 
garden 
sp ot. 
A resident of Peachland sold the 
crop of p eaches on his 5-year-old trees 
for $ 3f« 5 an acre, the p urchasers p ick­ 
ing and p acking the fruit. 
A Summer­ 
land m an got $ 800 for the fruit of 110 
p each trees, at the rate of $ 1,200 an 
acre. 
Still another Sum m erland man 
got $ 1,935 an acre for his straw berry 
outp ut. 
Land In the Okanagan costs now’ up 
to $1,000 an acre. 
Imagine th at p rice 
for a worked-out farm in tiie east! 
It 
costs from $ 100 to $ 200 an acre for ir­ 
rigation. 
A man can m ake a p rofitable 
living out of five acres of virgin ground, 
and he doesn’t have to w ait long for < 
returns.

such o ffice o n any o ther list. The cro ss must be placed within o r o n the circle 
•r square, o r the ballo t will be v o id and can no t bo co unted. 
Third. Do no t mutilate y o ur ballo ts, no r mark them, either by scratching 
o ff a name o r writing o ne upo n them, no r in any o ther way put a mark upo n 
them, ex cept by placing o ne in the circle o r o n the squares, as abo v e de* 
scribed.

tempting to bribe John M. Kelly to 
qualify on the jury to try Abraham 
Ruef and vote for Ruef’s acquittal, i 
made a full confession in court.

told how, after he was arrested, Frank
